Of which Petition we diſperſed ſeverall Copies, for no other cauſe, butto Y 
rocure Subſcriptions with the more couvenience. But (by what meanes wee | 
now not) there was a very falſe Copy printed, 2ndentituled ours, but ſodi- c 

ferent from the true Petition, both in matter and expreffions, that (had it not 
been for.the Title) we could not beleeve it had at all concerned vs. | P 
This we conceive was a great wrong to us, and did. indeed diſcourage ſome : | 
of us» from our intended preſenting of our Petition. Bur yet at laſt (we poy* - 
ws both) preferred the glory of God, and Peace of this Church and State 
before any thing that might diſcourage or diſhearren us. , 
Whereupon all agreed upon Munday, /4». 2. for ourdiay of delivery, and 
accordingly ſet forth notes, deſiring allthe Subſcribers to mcet at the P 14244 : 
in Covert Garden, in compleat civill habit, without Swords or Staves : Vpotl: 
which day» and at. which place, there meta very couſiderable number of us,and 
(which in modeſty we would not ſay of our ſelves,but that we are ſcandalouly 


and falſly traduced by others) did demeane, and behave qur ſelves very. civi 
and orderly. But

But it fell out, that wichout our knowledge or conſent, there thruſt in 
amongſt us a Papiſt, which we being informed of, preſently expelled him our 
Company, to avoid all cauſcof ſcandall ypon our intentions. 

After this comes one and began to ling a Ballad in diſhonout'to the Parli> . 
ment, bur we preſencly diſcarded him alſp, with mauifeſt expreſſion ef our 
grezt diliike of his doings. | 

This done» a Licutenant to a Troopol Horſe came to us, tokuow the intene 
ofour Appearance, being before informed (as hetold us) that we had Piſtols 
about us, which was altogether falſc. by abt) 

And then at the appointed time we repaired to #eftminſter, into the Pablace- 
yard, and were preſently called before Caprain Harvey (who attended there 
with his Troop) and by him: (after ſome {mall diſcourſe betweet) us) ewenty 
of us were admitted tothe Houle of Igords ; the reſt (by his dire&ion) immes- 
diately, and quietly, retreated to Whiteball-Gate, waiting the return of their 
Fellows. & 

We(comming to the Houle) were bold to acquaint the ever honoured Earl 
of Pembrook wich our deſires, who was pleaſed to impart them to the Houſe : 
But by reaſon of a Conference of both Houles,(as we eangeive) The Lords fene 
us a noteby M. Maxnel to this effet, ” > . 

The Lords have formerly expreſſed their diſlike of comming temultitudes ta the 
Parliament, and they take notice of a great multitude that came this morning tq- 
werds the Parliament : Which manxery of comming mith Petitions, they are yet anſa- 
tified withall, Bat if you will chufe a few of' you, an4 come ſome other day,theywill' 
recerye your Petition, | 

Vponthis, in obedience to their Lordſhips direQions, wee for that time de> 
parted, having appoinced twenty of us to deliver our Petition on the nexr day ; 
But we retiring homewards it was told us, That ſome of our company tarried 
ath:teball-Gate, and ſtopped ſomeotf the Lords Coaches, Crying for Pexce, 
Vpourhis we wrote a note to Caprain Hanty, ſubſcribed by the twenty Deli- 
verers, and by three of them delivered to him, whercin we expreſſed our thanks 
for his curteſie ſhewed to us. And that wee were informed, rhat divers (;vho 
pretended ro be of our minde) tarricd behinde, wee knew not forwhat deſigne; 
and that if they did any aRion which was nalawfall, we difclzimed it; defiring 
to ſtcere all ouraQions by the known Lawes of God and Man : and rherefore it 
any thing were done to the contrary, we deſired it might be ſuppreſſed, rhat it 
might not be a ſcandall to our Intentions, nor. a hinderance ro the Anſwerof 
our Petition. : 

Which we preſented tothe Captain, who did accept it-and approve of our 
Carriage, and behaviour therein. 
This was the paſſage of that day, _. 
On Tueſday, the Twenty appointed to deliver the Perition, met» and went to 
the Houſe with ir, and whi they wcre waiting at the doore for —— 
3. racre 
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tYere was Got ina Miniſters habits didwith much boldnefſe and confi 
withall as falfly, and cauſleſly afirme ro ſome Lords of the Houſe, that wei 
rended tro Plunder houſes in Covent Carden, and that ſome of our » 
motioned it; which ſermedvery ſtrange to us-kyowing it robe a ceherde 
Buit yet upon forne examinarion of the matrer;it fell out thar ſome ſuch work 
had fallen from a Souldier (nor of our company) perhaps incired to it, who 
(as we are credibly informed) is now in cuſtody for ir. And the informer hex 
of being convinced by his own conſcience,and our atgumenrs,didat liſt recue

it, and deſire our favourable opinion of him. 


Some other fallc ſuggeſtions were urged againſt us, 2nd our Perition,' 
ſome either miſ-informed, or ill-affeaed] perſons. But it pleaſ&d'Codrto f 
chem appeareto the Horourable Houlſc to be falſe and frivolous. = EK 

But after all theſe witdesand ftormtbtarhe a tiff vovee, 4nd gave us init 
trance to the Lords,who beihg enmred, delivered our Pexttion. - AndtheEa> 
AMaxcheſter declared to us, That the Houſe was content to accept of our Pet 
tion, and that they would give us their anſwer in dre time. "7.Y 

From rhence we went to the Honourable, Hovſe of Commonts,. where, ee 
found a moſt feady atnifavonrableCand for oyghr we could conceive)a beher 
conſent to accept of our Pctition. And after reading. thereof, M. Speater did 
declare, Thar the pleaſure of the Houſe wasto accept our Petition, andthe 
they would take it intotheir ſcrious conſideration. | I _R 


Wercturned our humble thanks, and departed. | 

We deſirenow to clearcour ſelves from many falſe afperſions that are alt 
upon us. Concerning the matter of our Petition, it being in ſubſtance for no- 
thing but peace, and aiming at the advancement of Gods : ory,and rhe quiet of 
the Church and State, is (wee conceive good and lawfull, yet rhere want tbe 
thoſe who ſpeak againſt the very ſybjeR of it, Peace; But we wonJer not tattth 
at them, they being ſuch as ate made compleat Sonldiers ori the Tudden, and 
ſuck their whole ODE ſtarce, and fixe their hopes to repairetheirbreaches ad 
decayes upon the ruine of others ; fearing that the ſetling of our Trades, will 
be the decay of theirs. And tp leavenothing unattempred which may diſcou- 
rage us and Others, from proſecuting hereof, they have fiudied vew Sophilſtry, 
to prove-Peace to be no. Peace z and under pretence, that we peace-Petitioners 
(as they mockingly call us | doe oppoſe truth;they doe indeed beat downboth. 
Whereas any man that is not purblinde with prejudice and faQtion, may dif- 
cern that the Parlizment, (the ſupreame Court of Judicature, ahd centreof 
Wiſdome and Picty) will never conſent tq a Peace that ſhall war with Truth 
(they being tivins of the Common-wealth, artd unſeparable.) And we ſhould 
argue gur ſelves very unadviſed (which therein we hope we were not)to Petiti- 
oh for athing which nocolour of Reaſon tels us we ſhall obtain.

Propoſ.t. A Parliament of England may with good conſcience in ons of 
Kin, Laws and Government c{tabliſhed, when smominently endangered, clpecially 
when attually invaded, take up Armes without, and againſt the Kings perſond 
Commanas, if he refuſe. 

Betore we juige of what a Parliament can doc in Englaxd, it will be needfull 
to know what kind of Government this of England: is : We are therefore to 
know, that England is not a (imply ſabordinarve, and abſolute, but a Coomrdue 
tive, and mixt Monarchy ; This mixture, or Coordination is inthe very Supremes 
cy of power it ſelte, otherwiſe the Monarchy were not mixt : all Afonarchen 
have a mixture, or compoſition of /#bordinate, and under-officers in them, bet 

here the Alonarchy, or higheſt power is ut ſelfe compounded of 3 Coordinate E- 
ſtates, a Kirg, and two Heyſes of Parliament ; unto this mixe power no fu 
erainate authority gray in any caſe make reſiſtance. The rule holds ſtill, Subw- 
warn nn puonant, ſubordinates may not frive - but in this our mixt higheſt p&- 
wer, there is 00 /ubordination, but a Coordination. ; and here the other rule 
holds as true, Coordinata invicem /upplent, C oor dinates ſapply each other.

aman burne not his own Corne, drowne not hu own Land; nay, that a man 64nd 
net himſelf from * Aarriage, or the manwrance or tillage of 143 own Land, becauſe 
againſt the good of the Common-wealth. 

Well,the King in ſteed of applying this truſt of the Militia ( ordinarily his )

And firſt, I would have you obſervethe boldneſſe of his undertaking ; A

earnelt detate of the higheſt Rights that ever have come 1n queſtion twixe 
King and Parliament : It hath been the moddty and wifedome of forme 

ime&, with a Veyl of Reverence,to reſerve from vulgar infolence the Rights 
of Supreme Majeſty. Aud although at this time, C unhappy occaſions, 
they arefallen into queſtion betwixt a King and His Parliament , yet ſhout 
not any private man preſume to meddle, What ? Are not the Parties a King 
ind His Parliament, exempt from our Obſervators Jurifdiftion ? No? nor is 
the Matter above his Cognizance ? No ſurely, both are ſubz:& to his Tribu- 
nall ; and therefore he owſcrves , and boldly cenſures His Majdlics late An- 
ſwers and Expreſks. | | 

His Paimphlet treating matter of ſo high concernment, I was ſomewhat 
ſcrupled whether I might lawfully deal with it ; But I confidercd, and be 
pleaſed likewiſe to conſider, That I make not the Meſlages and Anſwers, 6- 
ther of the King, or Houſes, ſubjeR ro my Cinſure or Obſervation; I onely

Again, Doth the 
King ſay, If they make any tranſition, they are liable to impriſonment at His 
pleaturc ?

eAnointed, ©&c, As if the man would perverſely inti- 
£2 mate to thele miſunderſtanding times , that there were no 
7 other Text of Scripture to that ſelf-ſarxe ſenſe and ſcope 3; 
g from which he would ptetend to vindicate this. And fo 
( this vindicated ) the Truth ir ſelf muſt quite fall ro the 
ground, Elfe, wherefore keeps he ſuch a whittling about one lender ar- 
row ( as he takes it) when the quiver is full of ſtrong ſhafts , and ſuch as 
flie mainly at the mark > Thinks he the whole hedge muſt needs lie along, 
becauſe the thief tugs hard to ſteal one Rake out of ir > This houſe ( like 
the houſe founded upon a rock) is built upon ſurer pillars, then co totrer 
thovgh one prop be wrenche away. No, no: I can aſſure him, the muſters 
are complete, and the cauſe will be tourtly maintained againſt him, though 
he would labour never fo to inyegle one / fry man away from it. 

Bur this is not all, to deprave a Truth, which is factious herefie : bur 
there's as ill as thatzto ſtrike at the perſon whom that truth concerns; which 
is villanous treachery. For why would he not have Kings here meant to 
be Gods anointed ? becauſe ſuch are abſolutely inhibited here to be roxche. 
Fo then he would therefore invalide the truth of the thing.that fo he might 
give licence to the injury of the fat, Princes ( for _ might have been 
here alſo underſtood Gods Anointed, bur that it is here fo plainly inhibited 
to touch them, How to touch them ? with a very malignant touch. For 
ſo the ancients in their tranſlation expound tangere, by malignari. We ſee 
then who are fimply che Malignants ; even thoſe that dare offer to couch 
the Lords Amoimted. 

Now ſeeing he excepts a9ainſt a fingle man in this royall army or rw 
ther will ws infimulate him, to deny his colours; we will fer him afide a 
while, and have #t him with double and trebble forces from another 
wing, At him? No. I hold it more honourable to recrear at firſt onler, ra- 
ther then offer to skirtiſh with a ſeditious Pamphlerter, again(t whom all 
victory is but loſſe and ſhame. - 

Wherefore waving him (for he is prepoſſeſt ) I earneftly wiſh all Sub- 
jets (that are Chriſtian and godly ) to be well inftructed in thoſe "words 
1, Sam, 24. 6,10,12. of their right meaning, of their true uſe. Which done

m::ch as yield or ſiffer others {o to do. Ask him again, whether thoſe 
words ( of ſtretching forth the hand againit the Lords eAnointed) be 
to be interpreted and applied not to Kings, but onely ro ſubjefts , and as 
ſub;efts ? ſuxely the mans own ignorance is not ſo much, as that his ma. 
lice dares now be peremprtory : neither his malice ſo much, as to preſume 
he may here alſo ob:rude upon orhers ignorance. If he have either know. 
ledge or conſcience; he cannot but conteſſe, here 's a Divine inhibition gi- 
ven to ſ:bjets, not to Kings ; who are( ina peculiar manner ) the Lords 
eAnointed, and not they. > 
Let all true Subjefts learn what David ſayes again, x. Sam. 26. 9» 10, 
11. Who can ftretch forth his hand againſt the Lords anointed ? He de. 
mands Who, in the univerſall and indefinire, to note, that no man ought 
to do ſuch an aR, of what place or power, of what condition or concern= 
ment ſoever, He ſayes, and be owriltleſſe, to note, there's no humane cauſe 
or command can ſufficiently warrant hereunto : much lefſe can Jealouhes, 
ſuſpicions, ſuppoſalls, ex cules, pretenſes ; which alſo have a guilt of their 
own, beſides that of the fact they would induce unto. In the 10. verle, he 
leaves the Lords anormted in every thing, to the Judgement of the Lord 
himſelf ; noting, that Kings are munithable for their offences, not to men, 
much leſſe their own Subyects, but are to be referred here in ro God alone. 
Laſtly he fayes, The Lord forbid, or the Lord keep me from : noting it to 
be a work of reſtraining grace, not to ſtretch forth the hand againit the 
Lords anointed, The Fanatticks, out of their Enthaſraſmes, do ill then to 
incite men hereunto, by making it a motion of the Spirit, 

But good Subjects , heed moreover the 2. Sam. 1, 14, 16. See here a juſt 
example of one, that did but pretend to practiſe contrarie to this awfull 
truth, The eAmalehite had not once touched the Lyrds Anointed to ſuch 
a fa&t. For ( tis evident in this Chapter, as alſo x.Sam. 31. and 1, Chron, 
10. ) that King Saul dyed by his own at, yet certainly the vile wretch had 
a will to ſuch a deed ; and that made him boaſt as if he had done it, Now 
10 boaſt, and lie, and diſſemble, and pretend in buſineſle of ſo high a na- 
eure, and concerning ſo mighty a perſonage as that of a King ; was ofit 
telf worthy of ſevereft pumſhment, And David by this — of Juſtice, 
lets us underſtand that it is Capitall but to intend or pretend violence to 
the Perſon of a Prince, the Lords Anointed. Yea, the villain, preſuming 
others con{cience to be as corrupt as his own, belyes himſelf in expeCtacion 
of reward, ( So thece be many nowadayes that miſcheivouſly belie them- 
ſelves to have had hands in ſuch and ſuch perilous and unwarrantable 
facts , as indeed they durſt hardly approch ; in preſumption to pleaſe men, 
and be applauded .) Bur this Caitift was taken at his own word, and ab- 
horred for it : and fo ought all ſuch to be ſeryed,that dare but falldly boalt

ro have been actours in foul miſchief, amongſt men of honeſt conſdience; 


Yea, as this Amalehtite did belic himſelf into a Treaſon , and worrhily 

ſuffered for it : ſo has this Pamphleter ( in this lie of his ) lirtle leſſe then 

reaſonably ; and therefore ought to ſuffer in the cenſure of God, and good 
men. Beldes this eAmaletite ; why were Rechab and Baanah, 2. Sam.g, 

10, 11, 12. Shimei, 2. Sam. 16, 5. 1,King. 2. 46. Zimri, r, King.16. 9, 

10, 18, 20. Bigthan and Tereſh, Eſther 2. 21, 22, 23. Zabad and Jeho- 

zabad, 2. King. 12. 20, 21. and, 2, Chron. 24. 26, and Chap. 25. verſe 3. 

The ſervants of Amen, 2. King, 21 23, 24 Why (I fay ) were all theſe 

arraigned, condemned,executed(fome according to the Laws of God, ſome 

of men, ſome of Nature,as we reade )-and that for touching the Lords An- 
vinted, with a traiterous touch ( whether of hand, mouth , mind or in- 
tent ) if chere was no Law or inhubition concerning Kings properly to 
lorhid them ſo to do. Doubtleſle the Penalty ( fo everely executed upon 
them ) evidts that there was (' even to this purpoſe ) an inhibiting Law, 
both of God. of Nature, of Nations, and of State. 

Further, Let Chriſtian Subjects and conſcientious lay adviſedly to heart 

thoſe words of the Apoſtle, Romans 13. r, 2,5. And it the Hrgher Powers 
be properly Kings, then whom there is not an higher here on earth, and 
are onely and immediately under him, that is the Higheſt of all ( which of 
neceſſity muſt be conceded, if theſe words of S.. Pax! be compared wich 
theſe of S. Peter, x. Per. 2. 13 14. For what S. Pax! here requires (pry 4. 
exe ; S. Peter there approprates it co the King , &; vapiyarh, : nay , and 
makes him to be the Higher or Supreme, in a diſtinction to the inferiour 
Governour or Magiſtrate. ) And if to re/ſi5F ( take it as the letter ſounds ) 
b: an a& of farre more daring inſolence,then to towch ; then ask this Man 
once more ( and you ſhall eafily have his heart and intent ) why this di- 
rine inhibition ( of reſting Higher Powers) muſt needs be peculiarly un- 
derſtood of Kings : and that divine inhibition (of ronching the Lords An- 
vinted ) muſt by vo means be properly ſo meant ? Tell him, he is no- 
thing ſo tender of the Sacred Perſon, as he pretends: that ſeeing he can fay 
nothing againſt that Place , where the Ordinance 1s not to be reſiited ; he 
onely ſeeks to cavill at that Place, where the Perſon 15 not to be touched. 
And if ( to excuſe himſelf ) he anſwer that he meant not to deny the gene- 
rall Truth ( for he ha's confelt it ) nor yet to invalide the true intent of 
other Texts, that might well be produc'd to luch a purpoſe ; but onely to 
vindicate this ofthe Pſaliſt in particular from the larger application ( as 
he yields ) to the ricter letter : To him I now reply ; that 1 cannot be- 
leve this his ſpecious precept , when I haye {ſuch evident reaſons for his ſe- 
ditious intent: As, 

1. Ifhe were ſatisfied with this Truth ( that the Lords eAnointed is not 
to be touched, nor the Higher Power reſiſted ) why then labours he to 
vindicate one text from it , when he krows, there are befides ſo many to 
be produced for it ? So that it is more then manitelt, it is not a miſapplyed 
proof ( as he pretends ) but the main Truth of all, that he ſtrikes at, pre-

2, If he did onely intend ingenuoufly to vindicare this place 'of the 
Plalme ; then what do thoſe other places of Scriprure n——_ in the Title 
Page ; not onely ſo impertinent to the prerended yimdication ; but ſo «. 
jumnious, ſo ſcandalous ; and ( that I may not fay treafonable ) 
ending to faCtion, to {edition ! Even that very thing argues evidently, he 
never ment to vindicate the hngle place of Scriprure ar the top : bu 

to calumniate and inftigate, by thole many imperrinences of abuſed Seri. 
prure at the bottom of his Title Page. As indeed he doth by all thoſe miſton- 
ſtrucd and mitapplied Scriptures, this ſeditious Libill quite throughout, 
Thus, without doubt, you have his whole intent, 

But now let us examine him according to his pretenſes. He would vindi. 
cate thar verſe of the Plalme from ſome falſe gloſſes lately obtruded onit 
by Royalli/ls, Spoken as like a »#/gariſt as may be. Whoſe common in- 
ecrpretation of Scripture is of more errour then the Yulgar Tranſlation it 
ſelf. Since he is ſuch a zealous vindicator of texts from falſe glofles ; why 
undertakes he none of thoſe _ hundreds of places, corrupted 2nd wreſt» 
ed by the Paprits, and by the eAnabapriſts ; both Authours and Fautours 
of the greateſt hereſies and {chiſmes ? Nay why vindicates he not this yery 
Pſalme and verſe, from the Papiſts : that haye taken it from Kings, and 
given it to Popes ? As for the Papilts,he nibbles indeed alittle at themand 
lerteth you underſtand, their falſe glofle upon the place hath been long fince 
exploded : Bur yet he is envious and tells you not by whom. To fay truth, 
it was done, not by any »»/gariſt, or ' Separatiſt ; but by ſuch as he cal 
Royalliſts, and (ourt- Divines ; Men of learning, piety, loyalty, order, 
diſcretion. Nay, and why vindicates he not this very Pſalme and verſe, 
from the Anabaptsſts : that have taken it from both Kings and Prieſts, and 
given ir to the Common people ? Hah ! the ky grey 4h why it is onely 
in their juſtification and behalf, that he is ſo eager in the vindication, 
who have much abuſed the place, to extirpate prelacy, confound Magi- 
ſtracy, and induce Anarchie, by planting here ( their own Idole of confult- 
on ) Parity. Hence ſeeking ro heighten the vulgar, firſt ro a {piricuall pride, 
and ſo to a civil” rebellion. As well witneſſes, that his main Collection 
hereupon, with all the dependances ; That ſwbjelts are 'Gods anoyuted, 4 
well as Kings. &c. which ſounds paradoxall to any ſenfible eare. And mark 
me well ; if ( rogerher with thar ) all other the Proofs an this indication 
prove not ſuch. 

1. Paradox, That this divine inhibition, was given te Kings, not 10 
ſubjetts. Given has a fallacy init. Means he by way of diretion, or by 
way of obligation ? If by way of obligation ; then this muſt follow, That 
Kings are here inlubited to rouch or harm ſubjeRts : bur ſubjeRs nor inki- 
bired here, but rather left ar liberty to touch and harm Kings. But as for 


the mere direction. 1. It is not palpable, - char thete-words were di- 
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rected to Kings. And therefore the ancient Fathers ( whom this man will 
have conclude after his expoſition ) fay plainly that theſe words are not to 
be found in the hiſtory : bur if God uttered them, it was by an Angel or 
ſome lecret inſtinct. And although it be faid in the preceding verſe of the 
Palme, he reproved Kings for their ſakes : yet *tis not fo evident and ex- 
preſſe that he reproved them by this ſaying, For as much as Saying is 
not in the Hebrue. And therefore this man is ſomewhat too confident ; 
when ( ſaying even to Kings themſelves ) he peremptorily gloſles upon a 
word not found in the text. 2. If we look to the partics lixerally and hiſto- 
rically here concerned ( «Abraham, anc: Jacob their ory plainly tells, 
that the inhibition ( tewch not ) is not ſo much Cireed from God to the 
Kings : as from the Kings to their ſubjects concerning them. Gen. 12- 20. 
Gen, 26. 11. 3. Say this were directed to Kings ; yet was it not to Kings 
in regard of their own ſubjects. For Abraham, Iſaac &c. may not be ſaid 
to be ſubje®t unto thoſe Heathen Kings. 4. Ir does not alwayes imply, to 
whom is the direftion, theirs is alſo the Obligation. For we find ſundry 
both precepts and prorgiles in the Scripture, that are ſpoken to one, and yer 
concerning another, 5. Theſe words ſimply conſidered as concerning the 
Lords Anojnted may have in them the force of a promiſe, as well as a pro- 
hibition ; and be direfted ro Princes generally for their faith and confi- 
dence, rather then their charge and obligation. 6. David is infpired to 
call the patriarchs Gods Anoynred knowing them to be the fame duputics, 
images, and vicegerents of God ( as the times werg ) as he himſelf was. 
7. 'Tis abſurd and feditious to lay, that theſe words were ſpoken onely to 
Kings, and not to ſabjeRts ; as if the one were ſolely included,and the other 
here excluded from their duty. 

2. Paradoxe, That theſe words were originally ſpoken and imended 
mely of Abraham, Iſaac &c.—-Who were nenher attuall Kings,-— -nor 
Kings and Priefts by office enrmnmmmand they were meant of them,not as they 
were Kings and Priefts mmnnn but as forainers and ſubjelt;—— -and are 
to be interpreted and applied, not to Kinos and Prieſts, as they are ſuch 
—— but to the faithfull, though, and as ſubjeRts. In fuch a throng of 
Paradoxes, the man is ſo overſcen, that he is forſt in ſome things to thwart 
and contradict himſelf. As that Abraham, Iſaac &c. were neither Kings nor 
Prieſts ; Ih again, that theſe words were not meant of them, as they were 
Kings and Pricfts, Where he grants the relation.; onely denyes the appli- 
ation, Item, that theſe words are to be applicd nor to Kings ; and yer he 
willingly and cordially profeſſes the place may be aptly app/ed to their per- 
lonall {afery, But where he happens to favour himſelf, let us now ſee the 
tuth and the Scriptures contradicting him. 1. When he faith, That theſe 
words were originally ſpoken and imended of Abraham &c, Originally, it 
may be ; if he mean hiſtorically ; but nor Onely. For thus he barres him- 
lelf of his own ſenſe in the generall; while he ſolely rycs it up to this Par- 
vcular, Spoken it may be too ; but not intended. Foc there's no queſtion 


bur David intended_ here to include. hinelf and. bis Poſterity, Yr 
ras 
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Lords eAnointed : as appears in that he made it for a conſtant and public 

Plalme of Thank/grving, 1.Chron.16.7, Now aRts and inſtances of per- 

petuall and folemne Services ought not to be reſtrained to temporary or 

private CONCernments. 2. T hat eAbraham, Iſaac, & c. were neither dt 

all Kings and Prieſts, neither Kings and Prieſts by office, The Man is 

mightily deceived : They were Kings and Prieſts ( though not ſo ritaall 

and ceremoniall as afterwards ) yet atuall and by office. Ir is too to 

plain againſt him ; the Patriarchs governed not onely in Oeconomie, but 

in Politic, even fo farre as in highelt affairs, +z.of life and death, in 

and warre. They likewiſe built altars, and offered ſacrifice. God calls «A. 

braham a Prophet, Gen.20.7. and the children of Heth call him « migh- 

ty Prince or King, Gen.2:.6, And as they called the Patriarch a King; 

ſo S. Peter calls a King a Patriarch, Atts 2.29.0 little difference he under. 

ſtood between them. Neither was it other for ſubſtance then one govern- 

ment of God, that began in the Patriarchs, went through the Judges, and 

ended or reſted in Kings, They being all equally of one type, depuration, 

preſentation, vicegerencie. 3. That the Patriarch were ſubjetts. That's 

a kind of Bull or contradiction, to ſay, Patriarchs and Subjects : for the 
word Patriarch ſounds ſuch a _— as King, And they were ſuch, as is 

proved above. And Kings are but Patriarchs or chief governing Fathers 

of their Countreys. How were the Patriarchs Subjects to thoſe _ 

whom they ſojourned > When as eAbraham acknowledging himſelf a Se- 

7ourner, they accounted him nevertheleſſe a mighty Prince among ſt them, 
Gen.22.4-6. when themſelves acknowledged that they were mightier then 
they, Gen.26.16. when barrell was given E one of theſe, to foure of thoſe 
at once with victory thereupon, Gen.14.14. when they were glad to treat 
with them as free Princes, to article and covenant with them for mutuall 
priviledges and indemnitie, Gen.21.21,22-23.Gen. 26.2829, In one word, 
If the Patriarchs were ſubjeRts to thoſe amongſt whom they ſojourned ( as 
this man falſely impoſes upon all Expoſitours) then let him ſhew us from 
them, where the Patriarchs did appeal to their Laws; (either for matter of 
Policic or Religion) and whether it was lawfull for them fo to do? or if 
they were at any time ſubdued ro that ſubjeRion > But fince it is fo clear, 
that the Patriarchs were not SubjeRts but Princes ; now then jg follows 
neceſlarily, that theſe words of the Pfalme are to be under of them, 
not as SubjeRts, but as Princes; and in that reſpe& chiefly they are here 
called Gods Anointed, So that now the ſenſe and ſumme of theſe words are 
iterafly and genuinely thus to be colleRed and apprehended;as God ſhould 
fay , O ye Kings and Princes of the Nations , T ouch not, with any 

or violence, Mine, whom I have choſen to my ſelf before all the nations 
of tne earth : Aline Anointed, ſich as are conſecrated to be Kings and 
Princes in a more ſpeciall manner then your ſelves : and have more right 
(by my promiſe) to dwell and rule in this land, then you : Nay, to whom 
I (whoſe the earth is and all that dwell therein ) have given and ſubjeRted 
you. $o that it is thus more thea manifeſt that God ſpeaks the'e words w 
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the Þ falme to the nations, even the greateſt and proudeſt of them, whoin 
he had execrated already and deyored into ſubjeRion to the Patriarchs and 
Princes whom he had yored and conſecrated either to ſubdue or extirpare 
them as enemies; or elſe (as ſervants and tubjefts) to reigne and rule oyer 
them. 
2. Paradox, T hat the People and Subjefts are Gods Awvinted, as well as 
Kings. The man does feem cordially to profeſſe, rhat Kings ( in ſacred 
writ ) are m_ caled Gods anointed, Fc, And to this purpoſe he 
heaps his proofs in hgures and not in words at length. And that's not fo 
cordially, as cunningly done. For the many proofs that are againſt him 
them he gives you bur groflely, and in a clutter; as if it did even irk him 
to recite them, But the few proofs that he would haye make for him, them 
he drawls out at length. And why ſo? Becauſe did he not curtall thoſe for- 
mer texts, the yery recitall wonld ſufhciently confute him. And all ſenſi- 
ble men might reade at once,and perceive, That Kings are not onely Gods 
eAnointed in the generall ; bur by a fpeciall Emphaſis called the Lords 
Anointed. Nor yet commonly ſo called; but really fo conſecrated. And not 
onely is it with an oyl of outward rite and Ceremony : but according to 
an Ordinance of perpetuall truth and myſtery. As ſhall further appear in 
examination of the ſo vehemently urged proofs for his opinion. viz.Pſal. 
28, 8. where the eAnointed in the 8; yerfe , he will have to bee the People 
mentioned in the 9, verſe. When as the $. verſe ha's the full ſenſe in it elf. 
And not onely fo, but David there diſtinguiſhes berwixt the P/ebs ( as 
they tranſlate it ) and the Vnitws. And fpeaks of them in the Plurall ; of 
himſelf ( for Gods annointed ) in the fingular number. Neither is it un- 
Yawfull for David in the Pſalmes, to ſpeak of himſelf in the third Perſon; 
as appears Pal. 18. 50. which is the next place, he feeks to wreft to his 
purpoſe, Where ſince he cannot deny ( his eAmnvinted ) to be David and 
his ſeed : he therefore will have David and his ſeed there, to be Chri/t and 
his E/eft, Which ſenſe ({ we deny not ) may be orthodovilly admitred in 
the allegorie : bur' by his leave, we may not ſuffer the genuine ſenſe of the 
letter to be rejeRed ; unleſſe he can make it plain, there is ſuch an abſurdi- 
ty in the literall that it cannot Rand with reaſon , bur muſt neceflarily 
therefore be rranſferred ro another ſenſe. Now thefe words m the bare and 
exprefſe letter are fair and full ſenſe , cirher backwards or forwards, Hu 
King, bis anointed; David: David,hu anointed, his King, Which words 
( either way ) will primarily bear no other ſenſe then this , that David 
propoſes himſelf to be Gods Anointed, as he was a King. And is nor this 
a moſt excellent YVindicatorr now, and fincere ? thar pretending ( as his 
main work }xo reſcue and reQifle one verſe of a Pſa/me , according to the 
pron ſenſe and meaning ; and yet to that purpoſe, ſticks nor to falfifie 
and diftort'too ? His next Place is Hab. 3. 13. Is it poſſible that the man 
ſhout be fo blinded, as nor to diſtinguiſh there , berwixt, for thy m_ 
*xd with thine anointed ? The words expreſſely reach, that the Propher 
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end : with him, whoſe authority was the means. Ir is ye y plain from the 
ewo preceding verſes, that by the People,the Prophet intends the 1ſraelites, 
and by rhe anointed, Joſhua, their Captain, And 1 pray now, whether waz 
Tohhna a Subjet, or a ſupreme Magiſtrate ? Thus he is quite out of the old 
Teltament ; where Kings and Princes(in a peculiar manner ) are aboye 
tines called Gods anointed, Now let us ſee how he would fain help him- 
(elf in the New, viz. 2. Cor. 1. 21. Now, though I might here diſtinggiſh 
of anointing ; yet the exactneſle of the eApoiFles own 9 bids me 
here fave the labour. Hath anointed ( faith S. Pax! to the People of (6. 
14th ) not you, but «s, and hath eftabliſhed us with you ; it may be pre- 
cilely interpreted of his Officiall rather then Perſonall union ; as of his 
Apoltleſhip, preiſthood, miniſtry; to which God had anointed or ordain. 
ed him, and had eſtabliſht or confirmed him with, or amongſt them, Bur 
what ſay we to that Place. he cites, 1. Joh. 2. 27. Here I yield, that Gods 
faithfull People, though Subjects, have an amointing: but I dare not there- 
fore inferre hence, that they are ( in all points Gods anointed,much leſſe, 
as well as Kings. For the «fmorntiag here,is the holy Ghoſt, and his gifts; 
who though he anoint all the EleR to the generall calling of Chriſtians; 
yet not to the ſpeciall callings of Kings, and Prieſts. All erue Chriſtians 
are anointed with the ſpirituall union, that of regeneration : but not with 
the reyall unCtion, that of inauguration ; nor with the ſacerdotall unRion, 
that of miniſtration, Laſtly to thoſe Places, 1. Pet. 2. 5,9. Rev. 1.6. and 
5. 10, Thoſe Places are ſuſhciently cleared by all orthodox Divines ( whe. 
ther you call them Lutherans, or Calvimſts ) againſt the Anabaptiſti:who 
blindly preſuming hence, of an equall account with God ; would hereup- 
on proudly account themſelves equall with all men. And thus abuſe thoſe 
places, as arguments for their fanatick Parity, both in Church and Com- 
mon-wealth. But the learned and orthodox (as I fay ) diſſolve thoſe a 
ments ( and in that Teſolve all good Chriſtians ) by diſtinguiſhing : As 
na-nel!, that all true Chriſtians are Kings and Prieſts. x, Comparatively, 
in reference to the heathen and uncalled - as may well be gathered from 
thoſe words in the old Teſtament, Exod. 19. 6. from which theſe in the 
New, are taken, and applied, Yea and S. Petey expreſſes ſo much, a rojal 
Prieſthood, that is, a choſen generation, a pecultar people, which i# times 
pit were not a People. 2. Spiritually, and in a large ſenſe, As S, Peter 
alſo expounds himſelf in the one place, a royall Prieſthood, that is an holy 
nation, to offer up ſpirituall ſacrifices. And ſo doth $. John in the other 
Kings aud Prieits, not to men, but ro Ged, Offering up ſacrifices of pray- 
ers and praiſes ; reigning and ruling over their own carnall luſts and con- 
cupilcences. And thus much the man himſelf cannot but confeſſe , That al 
rue Chriſtians are Kings and Prieſts 1m @ ſpirttuall ſenſe, though they be 
but Swbjetts in a Politich ſenſe, Having faid thus much himlelf, I won- 
der whatit is the Man would now contend for. Let Chriſtians be ſul 
in a politick ſenſe.( yet nor merely politick neicher but out of Con 


and with reſpect to the diyine oxdinance ) and who will deny them tolbe 
Kine: 
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Kinos and Priefts 1n a fpirituall fenſe > Will any Chriſtian King envy his 


Subjects the eternall crown of olory ( as he ſpeaks ) and their reigning 
with ( þri{t for ever, fo they intrench not upon his temporall Crown;nor 
uſurp to reigne with bim here on Earth > After this his own diſtinQion, 
mark now what is become of his Propohtion, T hat all the faithfull are 
Gods anomted, as well as Kings. Belike he means it onely in a fpirituall 
ſenſe : and then it is no more, then if he had faid thus, That all good 
Chriſtians are Chriſtians as well as Kings ; becauſe Chriſtian henifies An- 
ointed. 

. Paradox, That it 1s more wnlawfull for Kings to make warre upon 
their ſubjetts, by way of offence, then for ſubjefts to take up armes againſt 
Kings, by way of defence. All this is beſides the vindication of the Plalme + 
I ſhall cherefore be the defle upon ir. Otherwiſe this very point were worth 
2 treatiſe : which is not to be lookrt for in a pamphlets refutation. Thar 
poore piece of the Pſa/me is but the pretenſe, here is the marter intended. 
While he tumbles abour that, he hopes the ignorant and ill-afected will 
fxallow down this. But he ſhall never refolye nor perſwade wiſe men 
and conſcrencious ; vnleſle he will rake pains not to determine raſhly, 
but to diſcuſle orderly, and inſtruct ſoundly. in thele 3. points at leat?, 
1. What warre offenſive, and defenſive is. 2. How farre forth a man mzy 
be defenſive onely and yet not offenſive. 3. Whether the defenſive, or of- 
fenſive, be on this (ide, or that. To determine all theſe aright, were co (2- 
tisfie conſciences : but to urge and inveigh upon ſuppoſalls, is to intangle 
them ſo much the more. Yet conſider a |ttle what he faics upon ſuppoſitt- 
on : It is more unlawful! ; that argues ſome unlawtulnefle, as well on one 
kde, as another, Subjefts may tate up armes merely defenſive ; Not offen- 
hve then jn any caſe ; much lefle merely offenſive. Why may they do fo, 
2s he ſaies ? becauſe they are Gods anoynted too, Is that his main reaſon 
for their taking up armes ? well. And how are they G oas anoyned > He 
faies himſelf, in a Spiritual! ſenſe. Why then, by the forre of his own argu- 
ment, their armes ought onely ro be ſpirituall. For they are nor { as he 
orants ) Gods anoynted in a Politich ſenſe ; and therefore politick their 
armes muſt not be. But he ha's other under-reaſons. Becauſe God hath for- 
bidden Kings to injure or oppreſſe their ſubjetts, being his anoymed faith- 
full Chriſtians, So are they inhibited though their ſubjects were Pagans. 
And God hath likewiſe inhibited ſubjeRs to refit and injure Kings. Item, 
God hath puniſhed and plagued Kings for ſo doing. Note then, that it is in 
God to puniſh them. And, beſides that he delivers chem to Kings to pu- 
niſh them ; God will likewiſe plague ſubjects if they offend their Kings. 
Item, that there is no law of God or man, that hath given Authority to 
Kings,to injure or oppreſſe their ſubjett: wage warre againſt them. 
&c, How much leſl is there for ſubjes then ? Itemthar there is an Oath 
at the Coronation for Kings to obſerve : So is there for ſubjedts likewile, 
an Oath of Allegiance. Bur why perſiſt I in replying to theſe ? Himſelf 


faies, he ranks his reaſons to clear this point, That Kings muſt no more 
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IO 
ver 7 ioleiice to their ſubjefts perſons or eſtates ( without legal Con. 
vithion, and juſt cauſe) then they offer violence to their Kings, A poing 
as clear as the noon day though he had produced never a reaſon for it.Befide 
theſe, and many his other inſtances of Scripture, alchough true in them. 
ſelves, and to be regarded w ith tremblings : yet thus abuſed by this vile 
man, they are onely to be anſwered with indignation and abhorring : he. 
cauſe they are urged upon falſe grounds and ſuppotitions, and with a cz 
lumnious and {cditious intent. 

5. Paradox, That K:nos were created by : and for their ſubjelts, &e. 
The reſt of it 1s fo ſawcy, that it 15 not for a modeſt man to repeat, And 
this alſo is quite beſides the propoſed vindication:and ſerves onely to ſpeak 
the intention of the Authour. Sedition, Yer is this he faies, as falſe, as ſedi. 
*tious, Quite contrary to Scriptures. As. Prov. $.15,16. By me K ings 
reigne ( faies God ) and therefore not by men. Dan, 4. 2. The moſt High 
0 veth the Kingdome to whomſoever he will; and not they. Rom, 12. r, 
22, 4. The higher Powers are Gods ordinance, and not mans. God: 
Miniſters they are, and therefore notthe Peoples Servants, Why are they 
called Gods, Pal, 82. 6. John 10. 34» 25. but becaule they are immediately 
from God, and repreſent God here on earth, as rypes and images of 
Gods divine providence, Chriſts Kingly offce, and the Angelicall order : 
yea and as the perfection of humane ſociety and of the Communion of 
Saints > What fay they ; when even wicked Kings are Gods ordinance. 1, 
Sam. 12. 13, and ſent of God, not for their own ſo much, as for the peo- 
ples ſinne, Prov, 28. 2. We ſay, there are foure ends of a Kings being - the 
firſt is Gods glory ; the ſecond is his own Salyation ; the third is the good 
of the Church ; the fourth is the welfare of the State, ( which confifts as 
well in puniſhing, as rewarding, Ron: 13. 3, 4. ) Now becauſe the pev- 
ple are one end; will they therefore claim to be the whole efficient ? 
thovgh the people may ſecondarily, and in ſome circumſtances, be inter- 
eſled ; as in election ( where any ſuch cuftome is ) in the inauguration, the 
Counſcll, the affiſtance.&c ; yer can they have no right of challenge to the 
ſubſtance, or primary fundamentall, the Ordinance, the Power, which is 
of God. | 

Yet let us take the beſt of this man as well as the worſt. His intent ( he 
{aies ) 1s not to foment this nnnaturall deſtruttive warre, &c. It was exc- 
crable for any man to ſay otherwiſe. And therefore even thoſe that endea- 
your it are notwithſtanding aſhamed to proclaim it. But he profeſſes 
turther ; that Kings are G Wn; Anoymed,and itn that reſpett, their Perſons 
are ſacred : and no violence ought to be exerciſed upon their perſons, eſpe- 
cially by their ſubjetts, As heconfeffes, is clear, r. Sam, 24. 2. 1012 17» 
18, 19. and chap. 26. 7. to 25. 2, Sam. 1. 2. to 7. Nevertheleffe, this is not 
lo cordially ſpoken as he pretends. Becauſe he conceals a great part of che 
truth, For Kings are to be preſerved inviolable.nor onely in their perſons; 
but likewiſe in their Name and Honour, as is alſo clear, Exod. 22- 2% 
Eccles, 10. 20. Alfo in their Government and Authority ; Rom. 1 3- 1» % 


Jude8. 
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Jude 8. As alſo in their rights and revenews, Matth. 22. 21; Rom. x 7. 7 
Theſe be matters worthy of a ſerious treatiſe by it {elf (farce to be meddled 
ich in a by-confuration ) to the intent people may know, that all Allegi- 
ance, and obedience of ſubjects, is not merely tyed to the perion of a 
Prince. And therefore that a care or zeal to the perlon, is-not to be pre= 
ended in an injury or negle=t co all the reſt, 

But I hold my duty here done to revindicate Palme rox. r5. from ſuch 
ale glofſes as are notortoufly obtruded on it by him here : and have been 
terecofore by (his like) the Anabaptiſts. Now therefore his proofs all pro 
vino Paradoxall; let us (ere we end) look a little into his Authorities. His 
Authorities > where are they ? why he ſayes, S, eAngnuſt ine, with ſundry 
cher Expoſitours, conclude of the ſente of this place accocding to his pur- 
poſe, He but ſayes ſo : bur let us heare and ſee what S. Anguſtine himſelf, 
and others ſay indeed upon the place. 

S, Angnſtine moves this queſtion, How the Patriarchs could be called 
anointed, antequam efſet unttio, before the regall anointing as yet was, Ic 
1s very plain he ſpeaks of the regall anointing; for he addes immediately, 
Ex qua hoc nomen 1mpo/itune e/t Regibus : by which anointing the name 
Amomnted is attributed ro Kings, So that the ſumme of the Fathers quere 
is onely this , Why this name avointed (uſuall and proper to Kings)ſhould 
be ſpoken of the Patriarchs, while as yet no ſuch union was in uſe? And 
it is to be ſupplyed in anſwer, That the regall unction as yer was not in the 
ricuall way of it; but in the virtuall way it vyas. And if the Man think to 
ſnatch advantage, becauſe the Father ſpeaks at large, «deo { brifts, quia 
etiamſi latenter, jam tamen Chriſtiani. That the Patriarchs might chere- 
fore not amiſſe be called avomnred, becaule they were even then Chriſti- 
ans, thovgh veiled. Let him look before that, and he ſhall find him ex- 
pounding it ina ſtraiter ſenſe : Vnde ergo ills jam tune Chriſti appela- 
bantur ? nam Prophetas illos faifſe legimus. Why were the Patriarch; 
then called avointed ? becauſe (as we reade ) they were Prophets, And te- 
fore that (as the firſt ſenſe) ſpeaking of the ſperiall anointing ; he mal e; 
the ſame to begin and reſt onely in Kings , 2x04 4 Savule cept, cnt Da- 
vid ſucceſrit in regno, atque inde ceteri & reges Jude , © reges Iſrael, 

continuatione ſacrate conſuetudinis ungebantur. Which name anointed 
began in Saul, whom David ſucceeded in the kingdome,and thence was the 
facred rite continued to the ſeverall kings of Iiracl and Judah. Now let the 
Man ſhew us how S. Auguſtine excludes kings here from being Gods a= 
omted, or (reſpeRively) expounevir of Subjects, or once intimates here- 
upon that ſubjeRts are Gods Anvinted as well as Kings. | 

$. Hicrome vindicates this plage of the Palme juſtly againſt certain 
Jewiſh DoRours, who in hatred roChryft our Lord, the true Meſſiah, per- 
verſly ſeemed to argue hence, That none were to be called Chrifti, eAn- 
ented , that were not anointed with the Regall unguent. Whereupon he 
inerres, Ecce, ante Legem, Patriarche, non unit: regals unguento Chrifts 
dicuntur. Behold, before the Law, the Patriarchs are called Anoinredy 
B 3 which, 
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which were hot anointed with the regall union. And that he means m; 
terially. And even that intimates that Kings, which ( fince the Law ) 5 
not anointed lo materially and fo rieually » Arc nevertheleſſe Virtual] 
and divinely, Gods anointed, Further, leſt any ſhould imagine, tha he 
ſhould exempt Kings from being ſpecially underſtood in this place ; he © 
elſewhere applies it tro them alone. As commenting upon Iſai.zg.1 » Where 
God calls King Cyrxs his anointed, and that according to the manne; 
of the Hebrews, whoſe regall enſigne was anointing; Vande & Saul Chy;. 
tus Domini dicitur,& in Pſalm legimns, Nolite tangere Chriſto, w. 
95. Whereupon ( ſayes the Father ) Saul is called the Lords anointed. and 
likewiſe we reade in the Plalme, Touch not mineanoined. 

Theſe two be the chief of the ancient Expoſitours whom Proſper, eArm. 
bius, ( aſſiodore, venerable Bede, Bruno, and others do follow,diſtinguiſh. 
ing indeed moſtly berwixt the materiall , and the fpiricuall Chryime or 
unction. Bur it bchoves to underttand the reaſon of this warinefſe in dil. 
cerning. It was principally becauſe the hereticall Rabbines Rrove hereto 
exclude (hr:/t, as the ſchiſmaticall eAnabapti/ts firive here to excdude 
Kings. We conclude therefore againſt them both , making up the true and 
full tenſe of the verſe of this Palme, with that of another. viz. Pal. 45. 
Though all Chriſtians be Gods anointed in a ſpirituall ſenſe ; yet as con- 
cerning Chriſt, and Kings ; ( one in the ——_ the other in the literal! 
ſenſe) God, even their God,hath anointed them above their fellows. Where. 
fore be it properly and ſpecially, not onely faid, bur laid to the Conſciences
